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No. 320-SW(3)2022.— The Governor of Haryana is pleased to make a scheme namely “Driving Training 
Programme for BPL Girls/Women” of Haryana Domicile through Haryana Women Development Corporation” for 
providing training to encourage BPL girls/women in the field of LMV driving skills, make them economically 
independent and self-reliant in the field of Transport, develop right attitude for safe driving and road safety and enable 
them to impart safer driving skill and reduce road accidents. 


1. OBJECTIVES: 
(1) To encourage BPL girls/women in the field of LMV driving skills. 
(ii) | To make them economically independent and self reliant in the field of transport. 
(iii) Developing right attitude for safe driving & road safety. 


(iv) To enable them to impart safer driving skill and do reduce accidents on roads and make them more 
efficient and self reliant. 

As per Rule 31(2) and 31(4) of central Motor vehicles Rules, 1989, the training period for 
non-transport vehicles shall not be less than 21 days and driving hours shall not be less than 10 hours. Moreover, as 
per the rule 15 of C.M.V. Rules, 1989, “No person shall appear for the test of competence to drive unless he/she has 
held a learner’s valid license for a period of at least 30 days”. 

Accordingly, a comprehensive Driver Training Course for Light Motor Vehicles has been prepared in 
which steering practice and theory will be offered to each trainee based on the syllabus prescribed in the Rules of 
C.M.V. Rules, 1989. 
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2. ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA: 
The minimum requirements for the trainees to undergo Light Motor Vehicle Driving training are given 
as below:— 
Age 18-45 years (date of birth proof) 
Physical Condition Good Vision and not having colour blindness 
Educational qualification 12th pass 
Learner License Each trainee should have learner license 
Domicile Permanent Resident of Haryana 
० Only BPL Girls/Women are eligible. 
3. COURSE DURATION: 
20 hrs. spread over 21 days (9 hrs. theory & 11 hrs. driving practice). 
4. SYLLABUS: 

The syllabus as prescribed in Central Motor Vehicles Rules, 1989 will be followed including 
communication skills, driving etiquettes, road behaviour, road rage etc. The detailed syllabus is at 
Annexure-I. 

5. TARGET GROUP: 
All BPL Girls/Women. 
6. MODE OF SELECTION: 

Applications for admission from eligible candidates will be invited by HWDC and candidates will be 
required to apply online (through e-mail) in the office of District Manager of HWDC of the concerned district. 
For this an advertisement in the leading newspapers having wide circulation in the local edition of concerned 
districts of Haryana will be published. 

The selection will be made by a District Level Committee consisting Programme Officer, ICDS, 
District Manager, HWDC, one Representative each from District Licensing Authority and Driver’s Training 
School of concerned district to manually scrutinize and verify the documents of the applicants. Top priority 
will be given who have higher educational qualifications. 

Ts NUMBER OF TRAINEES/BATCH: 

Initially 75 trainees of 05 batches from 05 districts on pilot basis (15 trainees per batch) will be trained 
through approved Drivers Training Schools being run at Bahadurgarh, Rohtak and Kaithal by Maruti Suzuki 
and Ashok Leyland respectively under Transport Department, Haryana. After successfully completion of five 
districts, it will be spread over in all districts of Haryana. 

8. HOSTEL FACILTY: 

Hostel facilities including boarding & lodging will be provided to the trainees free of cost by Haryana 

Women Development Corporation during the training period. 
9. FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS: 


The entire project cost of the training, assessment, certification fee fixed by Transport Department 
@ Rs. 3,450/— including GST, hostel facility and cost of the learner driving license of the trainees will be 
borne by the State Government as per details given below:—

Self Defence Training will also be provided to the trainees of Driver’s Training in collaboration with 
Haryana Police Academy, Madhuban, Karnal. 


11. SELF EMPLOYMENT: 


Haryana Women Development Corporation will also facilitate loans to eligible trainees under Haryana 
Matrushakti Udyamita Yojana at the end of training for those girls/women who wish to be self employed. 


12. SOURCE OF FUNDS: 
Funds will be provided by the State Govt. as Grant-in-aid to HWDC through WCD Department,
